Stabilizers and 
Flyiny Machines 


an Fly For Hours Now Without 
Touching a Lever 


The hardest part about flying in 
wartime is the thinking that a flying 
man has to do. Here’s,the idea in an 
English flying man’s’ own’ words, 
writes a. London’ correspondent £ 
The New York Sun: . 

“There isn’t enough to keep a 
man’s’mind busy in the air since the 
war has developed the acroplane. In 
the old days of the aeroplane there 
were sé many things a flying inan 


had to’watch that he didn’t have 
‘time to worry: about what might 
happen’to him. But in these days 


sitting in your machine is about like 
sitting’ on a log and’ waiting. for 
something to happen. . 

“We don’t hrve to use our hands 
as we used to. ° There is only one 
lever, and you don’t Fave to watch 
that very closely. xou can ‘fly for 
hours without having your hand on 
it. You can write or read or smoke 
and unless you touch the lever to 
change its. position you will fly along 
at the same level indefinitely, owing 
to the self stabilization of the ma- 
chine, . 


“So with your. attention only 
mildly occupied, you’ keep looking 
down over the edge to see what's 
happening. .You get to watching the 
wires and wondering what—would 
happen if a bullet cut one of them, 
You look at the frail ailerons and 
. consider how frail they _ really are. 
Shrapnel is breaking below you and 
around you, perhaps. That's a daily 
occurrence, There’s no use of trying 
to dodge it, for by doing so you may 
only run into it. 

“So there you sit, imagining 
sorts of horrible possibilities. 
been told to go to a certain | place 
and then: return, Your route is all 
laid out for you, and your duties are, 
so simple and easy that while you're 
performing them you have a thou- 
sand times too much spare time for 
thought and worry. As for: myself, 
I'd much rather have the aeroplane 
a‘less simple affair, just to have my 
attention occupied. An imagination 
is a curse to a flier.” 

And then there’s the problem of 
the whirling compass. 

An airman flies into a cloud; sud- 
denly the. fingers of his compass be- 
gin to whirl around like a clock 
gone mad. Scientists say it doesn’t 
whirl, but so many English airmen 
have had the experience that even the 
scientific men are wondering whether 
the phenomenon isn’t’ worth study- 
ing. 

Here’s a flying man’s side of it: 

“My compass finger has whirled 
like a top when I have gone into a: 


al 


cloud. It’s enough to turn you de- 
mented. It’s bad enough, goodness 
knows, to be. lost in a cloud, but to 


have your compass go back on 
at-the same time is too.much. 
scientific instructors tell us that the 


compass doesn’t change, but that wel. 


lose our heads when we-get into the 
mist and change our courses without 
realizing it, so that thé” corfipass indi- 
cator changes naturally, 

“But in some clouds your. compass 
docsn’t change.’ It remains as steady 
as it was in the sunshine. Why should 
a flier jiggle his course unknowingly 
in one cloud and not in another? My 
-opinion is that there are certain kinds. 


‘of clouds that are charged with elec- 


tricity. In such clouds your compass 
goes crazy.’ In other words, where 
electricity is not present your com- 
pass behaves itself.” . ; 

How far are the clouds above the 
earth? 

As high above as we wish to 
climb. But.the chief question with a 
flying man is how low the clouds are, 
A crack English flier told the corres- 
pondent something about low élouds. 

“You may be walking along the 
street. on a heavy. day ‘and, looking 
up, may think that the clouds are 
miles high, As a matter of fact they 
may be only 200 or 300 feet above 
you, That’s the kind of a day that 
the airman dreads. I’ve been lost in 
a cloud in France and come down 
of it only to find myself flying aroun 
among the church steeples of a 
French town, with good chances of 
killing myself. 

“In a cloud you can never tell whe- 
ther you’re over the enemy’s lines. 
You may come right down on to his 
trenches before you know it. -Clouds, 
the, low kind, are the most. deadly 
things we have to fear.” ’ 

This same flying man drew a pho- 
tograph from his locker and showed 
a likeness of himself sitting. in un 
aeroplane such as fliers used in the 
United States in, say, 1912, With chis 
aeroplane the flier, at Los Angeles, 
had flown over. a moving freight 
train and a movie hero had dropped 
from the aeroplane to the top of a 
. box car. 

“You couldn’t get me into such a 
machine as that now,” he said. “I’ve 
gone through all sorts of experiences 
on the English front, but as I look 
back at them now, I was ‘always in 
more danger flying in that old “‘na- 
chine of mine in the United’ States 
than I have ever been flying over the 
front. I. don’t see how we ever dared 


fly in the contraptions’ we had then.” | 


And he had-~been a star flier with 
the Moissant troop that first showed 
flying to the American people. He's 
a British flying captain now, so his 
name cannot he used.

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Boy Scout Notes’

Boy Scout Officers Who Have. Re- 
cently Been Honored by the 
: King 


The honor list which has been an- 
nounced in connection with His 
Royal Highness the Duke of-Con- 
naught’s intended departure from 
Canada includes a name well known 
to Boy Scouts from end to end of the 
Dominion—that of Colonel A. P. 
Sherwood, of Ottawa, the Chief Com- 
missioner of the Boy Scout move- 
ment, in Canada, upon whom His 
Majesty the King has been pleased to 
confer the distinction of Knighthood. 
Lt.-Col. E. A. Stanton, who has acted 
\for two years past as treasurer of 
tthe Canadian General Council of the 
Boy. Scouts’ Association, has also 
been honored with a C.M.G. 

Sir Percy Sherwood has been with 
the Boy Scout movement in Canada 
as Dominion Commissioner since its 
inception in 1909. He occupies the 
important official position’ as Chief 
{Commissioner of Police for the Do- 
minion, which since the outbreak of 
the’ war has been an office of great 
responsibility. | His career as Coim- 
missioner of Dominion Police has 
been one. of great distinction. In ad- 
dition to the foregoing, he is one of 
the best known militia officers in the 
country and is at present serving as 
Commissioner of the Dominion Rifle 
Association ; 

When the late Lt.-Col. F. D, Far- 
ae resigned the Governor-General 
ecretaryship ‘to go overseas in com- 
mand of the. Princess Patricia's Can- 
adian Light Infantry, he was shortly 
afterwards succeeded at Government 
| House by Lt.-Col. E. A, Stanton, who 
also accepted the post which Lt.-Col. 
Farquhar had relinquished as honor- 
ary treasurer of the Boy Scouts’ As- 
sociation. Colonel Stanton had pre- 
viously seen a great deal of the Brit- 
ish Boy Scouts, and. during his two 
years’ stay in Canada has travelled 
extensively with His Royal: Highness 
the Duke of Connaught both in Eas- 
ltern and Western Canada. Colonel 
|Stanton has seen military service in 
jthe Dongola Expedition in 1886, and 
in the Nile Expedition in 1897-98-99, 
and was honored for distinguished 
service in the battles of Atbara and 
Omdurman. -During his service in 
‘Egypt under Lord Kitchener he de- 
signed the well-known camel postage 
'stamp of the Soudan. He was Govy- 
ernor of Khartoum from 1900 to 1908 
and for his services in this capacity 
was created a Pasha.

from a provincial commissioner to a

‘fear God, honor the King. keep. the 
ten Commandments, and_ be British.

| . London Land Values 
|Where Real Estate Is Higher Than 


The recent sale of the Arundell es- 
tate in the West End of London, 
comprising land and _ buildings on 
both sides of Arundell street and 
Panton street, which fetched $1,250,- 
000, again ,calls to mind the amazing 
value of land in London, 


Not long ago a tiny piece of ground’ 


at Charing Cross, adjoining the Mall 
archway, and comprising only 461 1-2 
square feet, was sold by the London 
county council to an insurance com- 
pany for $58,685, which works out at 
$5,500,000 an acre, 

| It is in the city, the square mile of 
which is valued at $7,250,000,000, how- 
ever, where land can easily claim the 
distinction of being the dearest in the 
world, For property near the centre 
of the city $16,250,000 an acre is not 
an unusual price, Portions of Cannon 
street, Queen Victoria street, Upper 
Thames street and St, Mary-at-Hill 
are sdid to be worth $1.25 a square 
jinch, while on Lombard street and 
|King William street land has been 
sold for $200, $250, $300 and’ $350 rer 
,;square foot freehold. 

| The three acres on which the Bank 
jof England stands would realize at a 
low ‘estimate $35,000,000, for the iand 
adjoining has sold for $350 and $400 
a square foot. 


On King Street, Cheapside $67.50 a J 


foot was paid for a piece of land iast 
ear. Land at the junction of Old

distance of the flash is 1,125 feet; if 
two seconds, 2,250 feet; if five sec- 
onds, about a mile; if ten seconds, 
two miles; and if a minute, thirteen 
miles—a distance at which thunder is 
very seldom heard. 

It may be safely concluded that if 
any appreciable time elapses between 
flash and sound the danger is not im- 
minent. The long rumble of thunder 
is caused by the long track the light- 
ning takes from cloud to earth or 
from one cloud to the other. 

A thunderctap is practically as 
short lived as a lightning-flash, but 
it will be readily seen that if the flash 
traverse a mile there will be a period 
of about five seconds between the 
first sounds that strike your ears and 
‘the last.—Scientific. American.
